Torrance to Be Made Second 
Forest Hill. 


Will Boast Civic Center and 
Park System. 


Cost of Project to Date Four 
Million Dollars. 


Torrance, the new industrial city 
at the head of Nigger Slough, opens 
tomorrow after six months of build- 
ing and development ectivity, dur- 
ing Which approximately $4,006,000 
hea been expended in improvements 
Within the next thirty days ground’ 
will be broken for the civic and so- 
Clal center and park system, which 
ere So grace the residential section of 
new city, This center will contain 
not only parks playgrounds, but 
a City Hall buliding, Mbrasy, hospi- 
tal, auditorium, school ahd kinder- 
garten. 

The design for the civic center, 
which ultimately will cost more than 
$150,000, has been prepared by Rob- 
ert D. Farquhar, who, in this par- 
ticular development detail! is azsist- 
ing Irving J. Gill, the official archi- 
tect of Torrance. 

Under the plans prepared the city 
buildings will face El Prado, the main 
street and parkway of the city, with 
the library and hospital on § either

On the north side of the Park- 
way, the auditorium and kindergar- 
ten buildings will be erected, while 
the public schoo! structures are to be 


on the south side, near the play- 
grounds. 
The playgrounds will be modeled 


after the Chicago plan and the parks 
will be for use rather than for show. 
Two ball felds, a football oval and « 
Cinder path are to be ded. 

Back of the city building will be 
erected a huge water tower to serve 
the fre department with heavy pres- 
sure. This tower will be 166 feet 
im height and of handsome design. 

At the present time, plans are be- 
ing drawn for the library and hos- 
pital buildings. The hospital will 
cost approximately $40,000, while the 
library will represent an investment 
of $30,000. 

The civic center plan is only a part 
of the work that is being done to 
make the town of Torrance the most 
up-to-date industrial city in America. 
A few years ago « plan was formed 
among big industries of the East for 
the erection of model cities. Forest 
Hill, near Boston, was one of the first 
to be bullt, and has served as a mode! 
for many others. The plan is to erect 
cities in which the workingmen may 
have the best conditions in which to 
work and to live. 

J. & Torrance, who is behind the 
local project, said at the time the pian 
was Oret drawn up: “It is not enough 
to build modern factory buildings and 
plants, with fire protection, labor- 
saving devices and complete sanita- 
tion. The time has come when we 
must go beyond this and see that the 
man at work, the man who really 
makes the factory possibie, has idea! 
living conditions. 

“It is not charity, but mighty good 
business. See how it works. The 
man who has clean airto breathe who 
has a good home and pleasant sur- 
roundings comes to work in the 
morning in better condition to do 
the labor required of him. It is 
mental as well as physica! health that 
must be offered him.” 

The industrial district of Torrance 
ie fixed, and outside of that district 
there can be no encroachment on the 
resident. It ie the same with the 
business district. Its limits are def- 
initely established. A foreign quar- 
ter has been created and the resi- 
dent will not be troubled by mem- 
bérs of another race moving into his 
neigh borhood. 

Every Geed in the city of Torrance 
carries with it the clause that no 
liquor shall ever be sold on the 
premises. Torrance is now and wil! 
be forever @ dry town, say its 
builders. 

Torrance has taken shape rapidly 
in the past half-year. On February 
6, ground was broken for the new 
city, and since that time, the en- 
gineering department has expended 
close to $1,000,000 on street work, 
sewers, and other improvements. 


There are three miles of asphalt 
streets in the business district. The

residence district is now being paved. 

The Union Teol Company has built 
the greatest plant of ite kind in the 
West at a cost for the buildings of 
$400,000, and is at the present time 
installing machinery. The Pacific 
Electric and the Llewellyn Iron 
Works are under contract to »builld 
great shops at the new city and the 
Pacific Metal Products Company al- 
ready has a $100,000 plant busy turn- 
ing ouf chain.

Charm of New West End Bungalow 
lies in Constrvation of Design.

One of the mdst attractive of the 
bungalow houses now under construc- 
tion In Los Angeles is being erected 
by Harold N. Finley at the south- 
weet corner of Temple and Vendome 
streets, at the northern edge of the 
Westiake district.

SUPPLYING WHITEFISH. 

“What ie being done to maintain the 
supply of whitefish in the Great 
Lakes?” 

“We planted 135,000,000 whitefish 
this year as well as 521,000,000 pike 
perch, 482,000,000 yellow perch, and 
468,000,000 white perch, and the 
Great Lakes needed them. No fish- 
eries in the world are worked &o thor- 
oughly. A great many catfish were 
also planted in rivers. We obtained 
large quentities of buffalofish, pike, 
pickerel, sunfish, rock bass, crappies, 
and black bass from the Mississipp! 
and distributed them in other waters. 
During the floods of spring, water 
flows inland, forming pools, which 
dry up early in the summer. Great 
quantities of fish are carried into 
these ponds and would perish but for 
the work we do In catching them and 
returning them to the Mississippi and 
its tributaries. Six railroad cars are 
sometimes used in transporting the 
fish so recovered. 

“Transferring fish from their na- 
tive to new waters, however, is part of 
our usual business. Shad-fry sent to 
the Sacramento River in California 
and the Columbia River, between 
Oregon and Washington, grew up and 
prospered and large catches are now 
made from Los Angeles to. Alaska. a 
distance of 4000 miles. Four hun- 
dred and thirty-five young striped 
bass from New Jersey were de- 
posited in San Francisco Ray thirty 
years ago. Striped bass, often a lux- 
ury In the Hast, is a cheap and com- 
mon food up and down the Pacific 
Coast. Rainbow trout and steelhead 
trout were brought across the Rocky 
Mountains and ate now found in 
many streams of the Middie West.

remains, the great bone of contention 
among the powers. One is reluctant 
to believe that the “unspeakable 
Turk” has been permitted to play so 
important a part in the drama of 
western civilization throughout the 
modern period. 

A mere outline of the history of 
the age-long strife between the Cross 
and the Crescent in Eastern Europe 
would note, that In 1326 Othman es- 
tablished himeelf tn Asia Minor. 
thenceforth extending his conquests 
east and west; and that the real pow- 
er of Turkey In Europe dates from 
the capture of Constantinople in 1453, 
a date conveniently used to mark the 
dawn of the modern era. After 
threatening ‘contest in the Danube 
Valley, Vienna itself was menaced, 
but happily the Turks were defeated 
and driven back by Sobleski in 1683, 
and sixteen years iater they were 
foreed out of Hungary by the Holy 
League. in 1768 Catherine the Great 
of Russia struck the Turks a heavy 
blow by destroying the Sultan's fleet, 
but a few years later the most of her 
conquests were restored to Turkey. 

Russla, however, retained the 
Crimea and a permanent foothold on 
the Biack Sea. A giance at the map 
will show how important-——how indis- 
pensable—was an adequate outlet by 
water to the great and expanding 
power of Russia. On the other hand, 
the covetous desires of the Northern 
Slav for a stronghold and outlet in 
the south very naturally excited the 
deep suspicion of Western Europe, 
and particularily of England, the chief 
maritime nation of the world. 


 <After the French Revolution of 
1830 and the accession of the Whigs 
to power in En@iand, “Europe was cut 
into-two parts: the East, still absolut- 
ist, and the West, now become lib- 
eral.” For the next quarter of a cen- 
tury Europe was really dominated by 
the rivalry between Nicholas and Palm- 
erston. This deep and persistent 
rivairy between Russia and England 
must be held constantly in mind, as 
European policy vecomes more com- 
plicated and as Furopean concert pre- 
vents serious national readjustments 
at the very time when under the sur- 
face conditions were becoming more 
and more unstable. 

What was it that kept alive this in- 
tense rivairy’ Justin McCarthy rep- 
resents the situation by saying: “It 
was certain that things could not re- 
main as they then were, and nothing 
elee was certain.” Why this insta- 
bility? It was the presence of the 
Turk.

Russian in§erests imperatively de- 
manded the control of the Bosphorus 
and the southern outlet; every other 
European power.was deeply con- 
cerned, while» the relations and con- 
ditions surrounding Turkey rendered 
the maintenance of the status quo tn- 
creasingly delicate and difficult. 

Little by little the question deep- 
ened: diplomatic notes were handed 


court to court. Meanwhile, the alien 
Turks, sincerely befriended by nhno- 
body. found a greater bulwark of se- 
curity In the mutual jealousies and 
uncertainties of the great powers 
than in their own military strength. 
BReca of her Astatic possessions, 
England felt herself compelled to 
maintain the existence in Europe of 
the race which In the eyes of her own 
letatesamen stood condemned on its 
own merits. Russia, on her part, as- 
serted it to be her mission and duty 
as a religious state “to protect the 
| suffering Christians of Turkey.” 

| “The Sick Man" was thus none 
ether than European Turkey. It 
came about in this manner: In Jan- 
uary of 1863 there occurred in the 
palace at St. Petersburg a famous 
meeting of the Czar and the Englikh 
Minister Seymour, at a party given by 
Archduchess Helen. The Czar, not 
yet fully accustomed to the labyrinths 
of western diplomatic ways, talked in 
tute Turkey manner about the fu- 


tu ‘Turkey. He made the since 
meéamorable remark: “We have on 
our hands a sick man—a very sick 
man: it will be a great misfortune if 
one of these days he should siip away 
from ue before the necessary arrange- 
ments have been made.” Seymour's 
ears were open-——his mouth was 
sealed. 

In his desire to act like a man of 
honor, Nicholas, who had fondly 
imagined that a ten-minute chat 
would sufflice to settle the matter, 
was no doubt frank and sincere; but 
it may be asserted that the idea of 
western honor had “not quite got pos- 
session of the mind of Nicholas.” 
After that unfortunate slip of the 
tongue, revealing Russia's desire for 
the dismemberment of Turkey, the 
English government refused to put 
faith in the Czar. The answer to 
Russia's avowal was to the effect that 
it wae not quite usual to arrange for 
the spoliation of a friendly power, and 
England did not desire to succeed to 
any of the possessions of Turkey. 
Having come into possession of Rus- 
sia’s secrets, England very carefully 
concealed her own. 

Diplomatic warfare was not long in 
being followed by actual hostilities. 
And the historian has been compelled 
to record the horrors of the Crimean 
War. This seemed the more start- 
ling since England had been at peace 
for nearly forty years, during which

in early March of 1855 Nicholas I 
died of a broken heart and was. suc- 
ceeded by Alexander, who announced 
his desire for the early re-establish- 
ment of peace. The outcome of the 
great Eurepean Congress of March- 
April, 1856 was the treaty of Paria, 
by the terms of which the eastern 
question was apparently settled. But 
the integrity of the Ottoman empire! 
being guaranteed on the promise of 
certain reforms, Palmerston clearly 
saw that the snake was ‘scotched, not 
killed.’ There was a m sense of 
humor in the treaty, resting as it did 
upon fiction and utter unreality. And 
indeed the asserted neutrality of the 
Riack Sea, never more than hollow 
pretension, came clearly to an end in 
1871, when the eastern question was; . 
revived. 

Thus it has been since 1871 that the 
international pelitics of Europe have 
centered largely in the Balkan Penin- 
sula. Relying on the western powers 
for protection, the Sultan again and 
again broke his worthless pledges and 
refused all reforms. The revolt of the 
Christians of Herzegovina in 1875 
against Moslem tyranny is but a token 
of the constant unrest of the tributary 
countries to the Ottoman empire. 

Turkish atrocities in Bulgaria added 
fuel to the flame of discontent to 
such an extent that Russia could 
stand it no longer——then follows the 
Russo-Turkish War of 1877-78. The 
tussian forces were pressing hard 
upon Constantinople when the hostile 
attitude of England caused them to 
halt and the peace of San Stephano 
ended the war—still without def- 
initively settling the eastern question.

INDUSTRIAL CHANGES. 


(EDTTORIAL) 

EVENTY years ago one-third of the working masses of Great Britais 

were agricultural laborers. At present not*oneeighth of the whole sum- 

ber are so employed. In 1840 the artisans represented about one-third of 
the whole population, today they represent three-fourths. During the same 
period the wages of all classes of labor in England have doubled, but the 
purchasing power of wages in respect to most commodities has lessened of 
late years. 

Great Britain passed many years ago from an agricultural to a manufac 
turing nation. She finds a market for her wares in her numerous colonies 
and in the Americas. Free trade is a necessity with her, for she produces 
neither the raw material out of which to make goods, nor the food necessary 
for the support of operatives. England !s densely populated, the ownership or 
free use of land being restricted to the comparatively few. Ghe has the 
largest national debt known to history. Her taxation ts apportioned on com 
sumption instead of on property. Yet with these disadvantages ber working 
classes have advanced in condition more than those of any nation except the 
United States. | 

Our area is so vast, our natural products of soll, forest and mine so 
abundant and diversified, our means of intercommunication so extensive, 
that we do not need to Import either food or raw material, and wader the 
benign influence of the American policy of protection our home market tabes 
nearly all of our home product. 

The American worker has rapidly advanced. He occupies higher ground 
than ever before. There is a greater abundance of useful and desirable com- 
modities. The forces of nature have been more efficiently harnessed. The 
bours of tofl have been diminished. The sanitary condition of working places 
has been improved; public libraries are more abundant, trolleys have made 
homes in the suburbs of cities more available. The discontent of labor under 


all the circumstances is unnatural. It ts not the outgrowth of any bealthful 
impulses. It is produced and fostered by such men as Gompers and Tveitmee 
and Darrow and their co-workers, who are labor agitators for revenue only. 

The principal causes for the discontent of labor are first, “its displace 
ment or supplanting through more economical and effective methods of pro 
duction and distribution,” and second, “changes in the character or nature 
of employments consequent upon the introduction of new methods, machinery 
or processes.” You might search in vain in this city of 400,000 people for « 
Gieciple of Saint Crispin, who would measure your foot and make you a pair of

boots. Indeed, you would have some difficulty in finding a pair of boots at 
all, for most people wear shoes or gaiters made in @ factory. 

Many other instances might be cited of articles formerly handmade which 
are now made by machinery. The result has been to destroy inducements to 
findividual skill and make a dead leve! of uniformity among mechanics. It is 
a matter of comment that in the building trades a superior workman who 
,can lay 500 brick where the average workman can lay only 400 must reduce his 
performance to 400 or the union will displace him. 

Yet with all these disadvantages the growth of population and the demand 
of people for more of the comforts and luxuries of life have resulted in giving 
to the worker who attends upon the machine fewer hours of labor and better 
pay than the worker who of old made the article now made upon the machine. 
The country blacksmith no longer forges the horseshoe out of a bar of iron. 
He buys ready-made shoes from the founders, and makes higher wages by fit- 
ting them to the feet of the farmer's horses than he used to receive when he 
made the shoes. 

By and by, when the horse shall have disappeared altogether, the me 
chanic will make as much money running a garage and repairing eutes and 
aeroplanes as he pow makes mending wagons and acting as @ chiropodist to

CHARLESTON (W. Va.) Oct. 26. 
—{Special Dispatch.] Peace is not 
yet in stght in the Balkans of Ameri- 
ca as the Kanawha coal fields have 
not tinaptiy been called. The strike 
which began last spring and which 
has cost millions in money and a 
score or more of lives in actual war- 
fare, is not over. It has been thought 
the presence of the soldiers when the 
district was under martial law and 
the strikers had been partially dis- 
armed, had broken the backbone of 
the strike, but it now appears that 
this hope was premature and it is 
feared Gov. Glasscovk will be com- 
pelled to again declare martial law 
and send the troops back. In the 
vicinity of Dorothy and Kingston, 
mining towns, where many miners 
have refused to return to work, it ls 
reported that bands. of drinking 
miners and their vympathizers are 
roaming tnrough the district and it is 
feared by the authorities if a suf- 
ficient mumber of them are asem- 
bied in one place, serious disorder 
will follow. — 

Gov. Glasscock has made no state- 
ment as to his intention, but it is 
known he its keeping in close touch 
with the situation through military 
and civil authorities in the disturbed 
district. 

In the meantime the mine owners 
are taking steps for the protection of 
the men who desire to work. They 
are organizing a system of mine 
— under command of State mili- 

officers. Maj. John D. Payne will 
command the guards on Cabin Creek, 
Capt. R. G. Beckwith at Dorothy and 
Capt. Fred W. Lester on Paint Creek. 
The men ynder them are being re- 
eruited from the National Guard. This 
plan of the operators will give them 
guards who have seen service in the 
strike country an@ who are familiar 
with the situation, 

Tt ie next to impossible at this time 
to approximate the loss in property 
because of the strike. Not only has 
thousanda of Gollars worth of prop- 
erty been destroyed by the strikers, 
but the loss to the operators through 
inability to mine coal will run into 
the hundreds of thousands and this 
has been augmented by other hun- 
dreds of thousands in loss of wages. 
The losses to the operators will con- 
tinue for @ long time, as the labor 
situation is thoroughly demoralized. 
Thousands of the best miners have 
left the district in search of work else- | 
where and with the strike called off

When Dave Lubin’s bureau is thoroughly or- 
ganized and covers all crops of all kinds of all the 
world, he expects to be able to give producers and 
consumers accurate figures which will tell them 
where there is a surplus, where a deficit, how to 
strike a general average and thus fix reasonable 
prices which will give the producer more for his 
crop and yet will enable the consumer to buy his 
suppliesgheaper and hold down the profits of the 
middlémen to a reasonable figure. 

It was a great dream, greatly undertaken, and 
is being greatly ‘carried out. Its effects will be 
very great. Already we seem to be getting 
good out of this here in California, for the fruit 
growers are receiving higher prices for their prod- 
ucts, which are being exported directly to Ger- 
many in larger quantities bécause they are sold 
ovér there at a lower price to the consumer. 


Sun Spots Deceiving. 

N A RECENT issue this Ilustrated 

Weekly reference was made to the work of 

Dr. Ricard, a member of the Society of Jesus 

and of the faculty of Santa Clara College, who 

is attempting to forecast the weather through a 

study of the spots that appear periodically on 
the sun. 

The learned astronomer gives out his prognos- 
tications at the beginning of each month for the 
following thirty days. Our reference was to the 
very happy forecast made by this studious Jesuit 
for the month of September. As stated in the 
article referred to the prophecy was almost ex- 
activ fulfilled. 

But foretelling California weather requires 
both courage and knowledge. The United 
States Signal Service undertakes to foretell the 
weather for only about thirty-six hours ahead. 

Dr. Ricard’s forecast for October promised a 
month of unusually high temperature with ex- 
treme heat about the seventh of the month and 
a similar hot wave about the 27th. 

The Signal Service undertook to foretell the 
weather for the first week in October day by day, 
and missed its guess as sensationally as Dr. 
Ricard, who depended’ on his sun spots. While 
the weather observer was predicting clear skies 
and at least normal temperatures, a rainstorm 
slid in from the southwest while he was asleep, 
and kept him guessing day after day, and guess- 
ing wrong every day. 

As a matter of fact, the weather for the first 
ten days of October showed scarcely any clear 
sky at all, and as to the temperature, it was far 
below the normal for this time of vear in South- 
ern California. 
~ So it was when this was written October 10. 
And the next day it sizzled and burned. Dr. 
Ricard missed his guess by a few days, but the) 
temperature, although a little late in arriving, 
mounted to a degree that left nothing to be de- 
sired by the forecaster, but much in the way of 
relief by the sweltering people. 

We are now awaiting with a good deal of in- 
terest the last portion of the month te see how 
near or how far Dr. Ricard’s forecast comes from 


the fact.

_ But they think the city government extravagant 
in many small ways. They conceive that the po- 
litical machine intent upon running the politics of 
the city is disposed to create places at the public 
crib for too many tax-eaters, alias political work- 
ers at the polls on election days. There are also. 
too many hare-brained doctrinaires running the 
affairs of the city to suit the practical people who | 
pay the taxes. The municipal newspaper, to be 
sure, eats up only $35,000 to $50,000 a year, but a 
good many taxpayers want to know why such a 
thing should batten on the taxes to the extent of 
35 cents. Every intelligent, practical and sensible 
citizen knew at all times that the aqueduct was be- 
ing built by practical, honest men who would not 
touch a cent of the public money or suffer a dollar 
of it to be wasted. They want to know why the 
Council permitted a little bunch of agitators to 
put their hands into the treasurer’s till and draw 
out $8000 to $10,000 to fee a committee of little, 
irresponsible and as little efficient agitators to 
make an investigation which resulted in abso- 
lutely nothing. 

In some cases laws passed some years ago are 
at fault. A system of storm drains is to be con- 
structed in the western section of the city. To 
give notice of this under a freak law passed by

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HUMAN NOMENCLATURE. 


HAT a dramatic moment it is in the household 
W when on the visit of the stork a new baby arrives 

and a name is to be chosen! Yet naming the 
baby now is a perfunctory matter, whereas among prim- 
itive people it involved no end of poetical inspiration 
and profound philosophy. We are puzzied to account 
for the names given to the newly-arrived papoose of 
the North American Indian. ‘“‘Walk-in-the- Mud,” “Hole- 
in-the-Day,” “War Eagle,” “Black Hawk,” and “Old- 
Man-Afraid-of-HisHorse.” These appellations are inex- 
plicable to most of us. But the names are given on ac 
count of some fanciful notions connected with the birth 
of the little redskin. Similar circumstances governed 
the Norsemen, ancestors of the Anglo-Saxons, in- 
naming their children after animals, as is indicated by 
Hengist and Horsa, both meaping horse and bear, eagle 
and raven. Burton-on-Trent, where the ale is made in 
England, is named after a viking whose device was a 
bear and means just wn. 

Go back still further in the ages and over into Asia, 
and you will find the early Hebrews naming their chil- 
dren just as the North American Indjans do today, and 
as it was done in the northern part of Europe in the 
days of the vikings. Israel means a Prince of God, and 
Jacob is closely akin to our word graiter. Then there 
is Benjamin, whom the old Hebrew named in memory 
of his own bereavement, and there is also Ichabod, 
which means “The Glory is Departed.” The Bible be 
ing the oldest extant literature takes us further back 
toward the genesis of all things, and we get “Moses” 
from his being drawn out of the River Nile, and away 
back at the very dawn of everything we have Lamech 
naming his daughters Adah and Zillah, meaning a 
shadow and a flower. How little things have changed 
since that second murderer, Cain being the first, to the 
Indian tepee of the American fore®, when the stork 
visits the Indian family. 

Among primitive people each individual bore but a 
single name. This habit continued vatil the Roman 
empire. The Greeks had but a single name and nearly 
all of them were very individual and hada special sig- 
nificance. In their: language Aristos means best and 
Hippos a-horse. Many Greek names are some com- 
pound or a modification of one or the othemof these 
roots. Aristotle, Aristides, Aristarchus. Then Hippoll- 
tos and a number of compounds that indicate horseman- 
ship; and remember it was among the Greeks the fable 
of the Centaur had its origin. They were probably the 
first people in Eurcye that used horses. 

But the Roman empire was too vast for a single name 
to answer for each person. So among that people ecrew 
up the custom of having three names. Caius Julius 


Caesar will furnish an example. The middie name 
shows that he belonged to the Julian tribe or clan, 
Caius was a family name, and Caesar a specific or in- 
dividual name. It was given the child exactly as jhe 
Indian calls his baby “Rain-in-the-Face,” because he 
was brought into the world through an operation that 
has since taken his name, the Caesarean. It comes from 
the Latin word that means to cut, and indicates that 
a surgeon officiated at the birth.

The port is named Punta 
Arenas. The words mean Sandy Point, and there is 
enough sand here to plaster the locks of the Panama 
Canal.

Probably the greatest of the celebrations of the In- 
dians that parallel our own Halloween festivities are 
the stunts that are annually put on by the Iroquois, that 
greatest league of Indians that was ever known. The 
League of the Iroquois, with one base in the v y of 
the Susquehanna and another in the valley of the jo, 
dominating six great tribes, had a colonial policy be- 
fore Great Britain had one. In that tribe the recall of 
officials has been in practice for a thousand years. Suf- 
frage is granted only to the mothers of babes, and thus 
is recognition extended to the greatest of acts, the repro- 
duction of kind, and thus is the ban placed upon the 
barren. 

Bat of the many institutions that were developed by 
the Iroquois that, when understood, might be envied by 
the whites, the one of especial interest here is the False 
Face Society, with its strange antics, its allegorical! ori- 
gin and its carefully guarded secrets.

Visit of the Monsters. 

“Although the Indians themselves do not realize it, I 
believe the clowns originally were more than mirth pro- 
vokers. They probably represented members of the 
tribe in its earlier history. Of ali these clowns the 
‘mud-heads’ are the best known. These have a mask 
made of gunny sack with great welts upon it caused by 
Smaller bags of seeds. 

“A typical celebration in a Pueblo town is the visit 
of the monsters to every house on a given mesa. The 
object of these visits is to tell the people that the mon- 
sters will return again at a given time for meat and 
bread. The members of each group are clothed in the 
costume peculiar to the given clans and are likewise 
masked. 

“Upon its arrival at a house the group halts before 
the door and its leader calls in a high falsetto voice, 
asking for the inmates. The monster that represents 
the mother carries a collection of snares and when a 
boy appears she gives him one, telling him to hunt 
same and that in eight days the company will return 
for meat. She gives the women and girls ears of corn, 
telling them to grind it and that in eight days the visi- 
tors will return for bread. At every house the clowns 
perform their usual jocular feats. 

“When eight days have elapsed groups of monsters 
go forth and call at every house in the Pueblo demand- 
ing food from the inmates whom they had formerly no- 
tified to prepare it. The demand *is made in the same 
falsetto voice and is emphasized by the presence of 
attendants armed with lassoes which they attempt to 
throw about any person who refuses their demand. As 
a playful part of the ceremony boys very often proffer 
& rat on a stick. This is refused, and a piece of meat, 
ordinary mutton, is held out. The monster examines 
it and in case it is not large enough hands it back, 
shaking his hideous head. When the desired quantity 
of meat is presented it is placed in a basket carried by 
& woman monster, for women are always the burden 
bearers. The woman of the house is then asked for 
meal and proffers that which was ground from the 
corn given her on the previous visit. This is refused. 
and she offers more and more until the monsters are 
finally satisfied. 

“In the kivas, or meeting-houses, various symbolic 
performances are given, these often being in many acts 
and lasting throughout the night. My wife and I at- 
tended one of these and squatted on the floor among 


tenders, dropping their blankets, resumed their seats

When Mark Twain Read Browning. 

[Albert Bigelow Paine, in Harper's Magazine:] Just 
what kindled Mark Twain's interest in the poetry of 
Robert Browning is not remembered, but very likely 
his earlier associations with the poet had something to 
do with it. Whatever the beginning, we find him, dur- 
ing the winters of 1886 and 1887, studiously, even vio- 
lently, interested in Browning's verses, entertaining a 
sort of club or class who gathered to hear his rich, sym- 
pathetic, and luminous reading of the “Parleyings”— 
with “Bernard de Mandeville.” “Daniel Bartoli,” or 
“Christopher Smart.” Members of the Saturday Morn- 
ing Club were among his listeners, and others—friends 
of the family. They were rather remarkable gather- 
ings, and no one of.that group but always vividly re- 
membered the marvelously cléar insight which Mark 
Twain's vocal personality gave to those somewhat ob- 
scure measures. They did not all of them realize that 
before reading a poem he studied it line by line, even 
word by word; dug out its last syllable of meaning, so 
Tar as lay within human possibility, and indicated with 
pencil every shade of emphasis which would help to 
reveal the poet's purpose.“ Once, at a class meeting, 
after finishing “Easter Day,” he made a remark which 
the class requested him to “write down.” It is recorded 
on the fly leaf of “Dramatis Personae” as follows: 
“One's glimpses & confusions, as one reads Brown- 
ing, remind me of looking through a telescope (the 
small sort when you must move with your haf®, not 
clockwork.) You toil across dark spaces which are (te 
YOUR lens) empty; but every now & then a splendor 
of stars & suns bursts upon you and fills the whole 
field with fame.—Feb. 23, 1887.” 
In another note he speaks of the “vague, dim flash of 
splendid humming-birds through a fog.” Whatever 
mental treasures he may or may not have laid up from 
Browning, there was assuredly a deep gratification in 
the discovery of those splendors of “stars and suns” 
and the flashing “humming-birds,” as there must have 
been in pointing out those wonders to the little circle of 
devout listeners. It all seemed so worth while.

SHORE OF LAKE GENEVA. 


URING the past fifteen years that part of the shore 
De Lake Geneva from Lausanne to Montreux and 

Territet has become more and more popular as a 
winter resort as well as a summer one, and many Eng- 
lish people, driven from their foggy isle, have found a 
winter home on this shore at once sunny and bracing, 
this latter quality being a distinct advantage over the 
rather enervating climate of the Mediterranean Ri- 
viera. 

Lausanne has always been an educational center, 
with many schools and a good, bracing climate. It is 
situated on the terraced slopes of Mont Jorat, domi- 
nated by the cathedral high above it, which was built 
in 31235 to 1270, a massive, Gothic edifice, restored by 
Viollet-le-Duc. During the past ten years, Dausanne 
has grown rapidly till it now has a population of some

One may go by train In twenty-five minutes, or by 
boat in fifty minutes along one of the most lovely 
shore lines in the world, to Vevey. This is a bright, 
clean little town of 13,000 good Swiss inhabitants, lying 
along the water's edge, having a pretty esplanade 
shaded by plane trees. The historical interest of Vevey 
dates from Roman times, and it also possesses an old 
ruined castle of the Midtile Ages built by Peter, Duke 
of Soy, in the thirteenth century. Vevey was also 
the seene of Rousseau’s famous romance, “La Nouvelle 
Heloise,” written in 1761. St. Martin's Church erected 
in 1498 with its olf square tower forms a picturesque 
addition to the landscape. In the church repose the 
remains of thé regicides Ludlow and Broughton. The 
latter read the death sentence to Charles I of England. 
When Charles II came to the throne, he demanded the 
extradition of the refuges, but the Swiss government 
refused to give up the men who had sought its pro- 
tection.

Farther up the hill, back of 
the town and among the vineyards is the charming Park 
Hotel Mooser in its own beautiful grounds. The balco- 
nies are covered with wistaria, some of it having 
climbed to the third floor. From the terrace in front 
of the hotel, there is a drop of fifteen feet to the vine 
yards below, which assures one of an uninterrupted 
view of lake and mountains. It is difficult to convey in 
words the beauty of this view, but it is one of the most 
permanently satisfactory combinations of lake and 
mountain scenery that can be found anywhere. Below 
us lies the lake with its picturesque boats with the 
crossed sails carrying stone for building purposes from 
one shore to another, while standing out in startling 
whiteness from the rest of the range is the glorious

Little by little he has added to the 160 acres. When he 
began the whole country around was split up into small 
holdings. Here and there a farmer had eight or ten 
acres, Others had twenty, thirty or fifty acres.. A few 
had 100. For twenty-five years he has been buying one 
farm after another and transforming it to fit in with the 
plan he had in mind. Today his 160 acres have broad- 
ened into a principality of 11,000 acres. He has bought 
lakes and he has bought streams, and has spread out 
north, east, south and west, but in spreading he has 
visited hardship on no one.

With all his scientific management the farm does not 
pay. He never expected it to pay and probably never 
wants it pay. He has it for his own enjoyment and 
the enjoyment of his friends and for the enjoyment of 
those who labor for him. 

When any of the office girls out in the Rookery in 
Chicago get run down in health they are invited to 
Chazy, where they are the guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
Miner. They can live in private cottages or live in 
Mr. Miner's home. If they want to play at farming, 
they may do so. If they want to go into the woods and 
play with the deer, they are free to indulge their fancy.

Railroad presidents, banker, 
merchants and men of prominence in various walks of 
life are invited. One man who went to the Chazy farm 
got the surprise of his life. He is the head of a great 
corporation employing many thousands of men. He 
met Mr. Miner on the train and was complaining that 
he needed a rest, but did not know where to £9. 

“Come up to my place,” said the farmer. 

“Impossible. Why, man, when my wife and I go any- 
where we have to take several servants,” said the big

“Bring them along,” said Mr. Miner. . 

“I don't like ‘to bother you,” said the corporation 
president. 

“You won't,” said Mr. Miner. “Take one of the cot- 

es.” 

“We'll be up tomorrow,” said the corporation head, 
They arrived next day with a few servants and were 
escorted to their cottage. The wife of the corporation 
president wondered “hat they were going to do about 
foodstuff. She went to the kitchen and the pantry. 
There she discovered that every need had been antici- 
pated. Not only was the pantry more than well stocked 
with provisions for an abundantly supplied tabie but 
the refrigerator was laden with food of every descrip- 
tion. Not a thing was forgotten. Ham, bacon, and even 
fresh meats were provided. Flour, sugar, grains, 
spices, jams, preserves, fresh fruits, cereals, crackers, 
bread, butter, milk, cheese and a score of other things 
necessary to the opening up of housekeeping—all had 
been taken into consideration and had been provided 
for the cemfort and welfare of the guests. 

The estate is not a paradise in the summer alone, but 
in all the seasons. In winter it is a glory. As much 
care has been given to the trees as to the cattle. In 
one grove there are 10,000 sugar maples. Mr. Miner 
makes provision for tre wirter foeding of the bir¢s ard 
the winter feeding of the squirrels and the other deni- 
zens of the woods, for he will have none of God's 
creatures suffer the pangs of hun#er on his farm. 

It is a big undertaking to run an estate the size of 
this one. The accounts are kept just as carefully as are 
those in his business office in Chicago. Bui in Chicago 
it is labor for money, and at Chazy it is labor for love. 
Mr. Miner gives almost as much attention to questions 
relating to the farm as he does to the most important 
of his business matters. From a distance his farm 
buildings make a bigger showing than the average vil- 
lage. His dairy barn covers more than an acre. One of 
the chicken brooder houses covers nearly two acres. 
His power houses are as big as some of those used on 
trolley lined. His fish hatchery is the largest in north- 
ern New York, if not In the whole State. His grist mil! 
is a huge affair. 

But he does not go tn for show. His own hone and 
the scores of cottages in which his employees live are 
neat and artistic, besides being of good size and roomy, 
but have no frills. The furnishings are very close to 
the Arts and Crafts styles. Everything is excellent: 
everything is simple. 

The Wonder Man of the Chazy is 54 years old. He 
has no children. You will search “Who's Who” and not 
find his name. You will search the Directory of Direc- 
tors and other corporation manuals and not find his 
name. He confines his enrgies to his great business in 
Chicago and to his great business at his farm. What- 
ever he may have dreamt when he turned his back 
on the Champlain country forty years ago and faced 
the land of promise in the West could not be more fan- 
tastic than what has come trie. Maybe he dreamt of'a 
day when he would come back to that place he loved, 
for there is a suggestion in this in the name he has 
given to his place of peace and plenty, and there could 
be no more exquisite name for it, for it is Heart's De 
sire.

GREAT MONTEZUMA MARSHES FUR- 


NISH 40,000 ACRES OF PRODUCT. 

(New York Sun:] One of the few crops of 
the country planted by nature and requiring no 
attention from man until ready to be harvested 
is that of flag, the one valuable product of the 
great Montezuma marshes of this State. Flag 
cutting is now an industry of well-nigh national im por- 
tance, and the marshes of Montezuma furnish the 
largest field. They are situated north of Cayuga Lake, 
extending to a point east of Clyde, and cover an area 
of over 40,000 acres. The region is a favorite rendez- 
vous for mosquitoes, muskrats and wild dacks. 

Early in the spring, as soon as the freshets have sub- 
sided, the flags which cover the marshes begin to grow 
rapidly, and by the end of August have attained a 
height of from eight to ten feet. There are two kinds, 
the flowering and the non-flowering. The flowering is 
commonly known as the cat tail. It is the non-flower- 
ing that has a commercial] value. 

The harvest is usually begun in early September. 
This year the work will be done under exceptionally 
favorable conditions, since the barge canal has drained 
much of the swamp. But boats have to be used. In 
spongy places where enough terra firma exists the reap 
ers leave the boats, wading about and cutting the flags 
with long-handled sickles. Great care has to be exer- 
cised lest the workers become mired in the treacher- 
ous ooze. Often workers would lose their lives were it 
not for the assistance rendered by fellow-laborers. 

The plant is cut just below the water line and carried 
to the high land, when it is allowed to dry in the open 
air. It is green at the top and white at the bottom and 
as the flags lie in regular rows the bands of white and 
green remind one of the stripes of a mammoth banner. 
When sufficiently sun-cured the flags are bundled and 
stored in warehouses. Here they remain until the 
harvest is over, which is not until ice covers the marsh 
and’ prevents any further cutting below the water line. 
Several cuttings are made from the same area each 
season. Hundreds of men are now at Work on the first 
reaping of the season. 

Sometimes the harvest is brought to an abrupt end 
by marsh fires which sweep over the tract, lighting up 
the country for miles at night and illuminating the 
clouds until the skies resemble billowy flames. Sky re- 
fiections of these fires have been seen thirty miles away. 

At one time the principal use of the flag output lay 
in its use for chair bottoms and baskets. Then it was 
discovered that a strip of flag laid between the staves 
of a barrel or cask made a tighter joint. Another re- 
cent discovery demonstrated that from the fiber of the 
flag can be produced a paper of the best quality for cer- 
tain purposes. It is strong, flexible and capable of re- 
sisting high tension without tearing, and is also imper- 
vious to moisture. It may be dyed to any desired 
shade and it will take the place of jute, hemp and

KEEP TAR ON BABY'’S MIND. 


The development of baby's mind is a wonderfully in- 
teresting process. It seems almost strange that we 
forget so much about it when we have grown to adult- 
hood; that we should grow so far out of sympathy and 
understanding of it-—#o far that the baby's real inner 
life becomes almost a closed book to wus. 

Baby's earliest mental functioning, during the unself- 

conscious period, is complete in its own way. He grows 
to be what his elders entitle “cute;” he knows when he 
wants his food, or when he wants attention on account 
of some discomfort, and soon grows to know that his 
ery will bring administration to that want. Then be 
gins a tussle between mother’s will and baby’s will. 
The most distressing thing in the ears of the mother is 
the cry of her infant. He has imbibed a multitude of 
impulses and desires through’his mother's milk. They 
disturb him, and he will cry and beat the air with his 
little red fists, demanding something he knows not 
what. Now the desires are not injurious to baby at 
all. Absorbed into hie system, they knock at the un- 
developed brain cella, and keep on knocking until they 
open the doors of self-consciousness. But mother should 
be careful that this multitude of impulses which she 
pours into her child are wholesome, healthy and joyful. 
The mother who is sad, and weeps much with her child 
at her breast, will cast a cloud of depression over the 
entire future of her little one. In one such case, the 
tears made the baby's infancy passive and quiet. It 
was a good child, but there were fears that it was not 
quite bright. However, the later years of childhood 
seemed to set these fears at naught. But when the age 
of puberty arrived, the child became véry melancholy, 
and much given to crying in secret, for no cause that 
was discernible, for the young girl was surrounded by 
everything that should contribute to her comfort and 
happiness. Even with the establishment of young 
womanhood these strange moods continued and they 
followed her more or less throughout her life. Another 
baby, who came and was nurtured amid rollicking 
laughter, was characterized ever after by “sunny eyes,” 
in which a smile lurked even in his grave moments. 
Baby is equipped with a sort of sixth sense, which 
remains very active during his childhood. He records 
all that ie going on about him physically and mentally, 
in an involuntary process. So therefore, good parents, 
you may make up your minds that you have no secrets 
effectually hidden from baby. He takes your mental 
pulse with the accuracy with which the M.D. takes your 
pulse physically. He will not know things according to 
the facts of their transpiration. But you will find him 
sometimes moved by impulses which he himself does 
not understand to acts which may horrify mama. She 
casts about in vain for an explanation. She knows that 
she has watched over his external life, his associations 
—that nothing has been told him, that he has had no 
experience which should lead to such results. 
What is to be done, good mother? Have a mental 
housecleaning. Go through your household, and do a 
little quiet investigating. If you find the mental influ- 
ence which is a detriment to your child, be it in relative 
or servant, some change should be made. The mother 
should be confined to the child's father, and the father 
should work with the mother that the atmosphere of the 
home may be clean, wholesome and healthful for the 
child’s mind and body to grow in, and to fourish, and 
bring forth good fruitage.

your letter, “Bhould Clergymen Smoke?” 

The Methodist Bpiscopal Church has but one answer 
to your question. It requires of every minister who 
comes to the altars of the church for admission to the 
ministry and ordination to ite sacred office that he abso- 
lutely promise to abstain wholly from the use of to 
_baceo. Personally, I most heartily agree with the atti- 
tude of the church to whose ministry I have the great 
honor to belong. I suppose that the argument of the 
church is that the tobacco habit ts not only expensive 
and useless but it is deleterious to perfect health. All 
seem to agree that no boy or young man should use 
tobacco: and by an analogous argument I presume it 
can be conclusively shown that tobatco is more or less 
injurious to mature people. I presume it must be con- 
ceded that a private citizen has a right to do some 
things if he may choose, but when that same citizen be- 
comes a public servant, and especially when it is ex- 
pected that he shall be an exemplar to the youth, I sup- 
pose no one will question the logical conclusion that 
because of the minister's influence upon the growing 
boys about him, it would be vastly better if he did not 
use tobacco in any form. 

You will be interested to know that I learned the 
trade of a printer in my boyhood and afterward entered 
and graduated from college, but in the midst of tobacco 
smoke for a series of years I never acquired the habit. 
In my earlier life, that was due to the expressed wish 
of my dear mother that I should not smoke; and in my 
later life, to the reasons which I have just now recited. 

Some of my facetious friends have said to me that 
they would rather smoke in this life than in the next, 
intimating that perhaps I would enjoy that luxurious 
privilege in the future world. To tis I make reply that 
I expect to do in the future world just what I have done 
here--that ts, look at other people smoke.

Yet it may be 
relieved in a few minutes and cured in a few weeks, 
and if the penseu afflicted commence and continue to 
live right they need never have a return of the trouble. 
The outward application of olive oi! will give instant 
relief, and if applications are continued will drive from 
the body all skin blemishes that are dry and cracked. 

Let the patient use outward applications of pure olive 
oll freely and often. Always anoint the whole body 
after every bath. Light anointments may be made 
very often until the dead, dry hot feeling of the skin 
disappears. Use olive oll freely at the table. A table- 
spoonful of pure oil (kept in the icebox) may be taken 
every morning a breakfast with great benefit.

Functions of the Blood. 
wed | HE blood of the body,” says Dr. C. R. Palmer of 

Pasadena, “has a number of functions. When it 
leaves.the heart it is loaded with the product of our 
food from the stomach and intestines, and with oxy- 
gen from our lungs. These two substances are carried 
by the blood through the arteries (which, as we all 


know, are placed deep for protection) to every cell in 
the body—even the brain and bone cells have to be 
nourished by the food products. 

“The depleted blood returns to the heart through the 
veins, which are mostly on the surface, ands pass 
through the muscles of the body and gather up the 
wear and tear of the muscles in the shape of a poison- 
ous gas known as carbon dioxide which is carried back 
to the lungs and thrown off in exchange for oxygen. 

“If for any reason the venous blood becomes ob- 
structed or slowed, this carbon dioxide gas makes 
the tissues sore. When we overwork a muscle it con- 
tracts; that is, it shortens, thickens, hardens, and 
thereby, obstructs, or shows the venous bloodstream, 
and the gas it is carrying causes the feeling we call 
tired. We can demonstrate this by holding the arm 
extended. We contract the muscles when we hold it 
up and this slows the blood stream and as the poisons 
begin to ache. By dropping 
the arm, the muscles relax, or by putting a support un- 
der it, the blood begins washing out the poisons and 
the aching ceases. Whereas, if the muscles renwain 
contracted long enough the result is often termed | 
rheumatism. 

“The heart has practically spent its force when it has 
propelled the blood out to the arterioles or fine capil- 
laries or veins, and from there it needs help to get 
back to the heart and lungs, and nature has provided 
that help in the contraction and relaxation of the mus- 
cles through which the veins pass. Most of the veins 
have valves in them so that when a muscle contracts 
and squeezes the Diood out of the veins it has to move 
toward the heart, the valve preventing it from going 
the other way. This is the reason why one tires more 
quickly when standing still than when walking. When 
standing the blood is obstructed by the tense muscles, 
and the poison gathers in the tissues, thas causing the 
ache. When we walk we force a certain amount of 
blood toward the heart every time .we step. This is 
why walking is so good an exercise; it is also the 
reason why the active person is the healthier person; 
for perfect circulation means health. 

“Often, in the morning, after the previous day's hard 
work, we awake sore and stiff from having overworked 
ow muscles; they contract and obstruct the venous 
blood-flow and the poison makes them sore; but as we 
relax them by exercise, especially stretching exercises, 
we start the circulation and the soreness disappears, 

“Muscles will also contract by sudden changes from 
heat to cold im which case the nerve that enervates the 
muscle is pinched. It makes no difference what causes 
the contraction, the result is practically the same; that 
is, soreness ana pain; but there is a difference in get- 
ting rid of the trouble. Rest and exercise will either 
or both remove contractions from overwork and ir 
many cases those caused by cold; but many a person 
has suffered for years by the slipping of some bone, 
thereby pinching a nerve to some muscle causing it to 
contract and thus obstructing the blood causing a 
venous congestion, with pain and soreness, and this, 
also, is frequently diagnosed as rheumatism. In this 
case the effect cannot be removed until the cause is re- 
moved: that is, the pressure. 

“The blood is composed of serum, and red and white 
corpuscles. The red cell or corpuscle carries the oxy- 
gen from the lungs. The white corpuscle or leucocytes 
are really the scavengers of the body. They not only 
have the povéer to float to any part of the body through 
the blood stream, but they have the power to pass 
through the blood vessel walls into the swrounding tis- 


sues: their function being to destroy disease germs.

“Another analogy: If, in a city, a riot or other trou- 
ble is started, the police are rushed to that part of the 
city until the color of the many uniforms will change 
the color of the crowd. In a like manner, the white 
corpuscles of the blood, in case of an invasion of dis- 
ease germs, or a cutting or breaking of the skin, will 
rush to the jon of the body until their number 
will change the color of the blood. A high altitude 
also is said to increase the red corpuscles. Vianet, an 
eminent authority, says, ‘a residence of two weeks in 
the mountains, at an altitude of 16,000 feet, will ine _ 
crease the red cells from five to seven million per cubic 
millimeter.’ ” 


Forced Breathing. 

Y FORCED breathing I mean voluntary deep breath- 

ing when not engaged in exercise. This is neither 
advisable nor healthful, as a rule. An excessive devel- 
opment of lung cells is a far worse condition than an 
insufficient development, for the latter may easily 
overcome by right living. Forced breathing is not so 
interesting or fascinating a practice that it is likely to 
be kept up all one's life. The enthusiast may follow it, 
possibly, for a year or two and then gradually neglect 
it, with the result that there has been developed a 
large area of lung cells which are no longer used, 
which unused, will gradually disintegrate and, conse- 
quently develop disease, offering a fertile soil for the 
ravages of the tubercle bacilli. 

\thietes who have died of consumption have, it is 
generally believed, done so because of weak lungs; but 
in almost every case, it has been in consequence of 
excessive lung development acquired at some previous 
time, the lung cells, later, being unused and, there- 
fore, like unused muscles, must of necessity, atrophy. 


Deep Breathing and Pure Air. 


XYGENATION of the blood is the most vital of all 

bodily functions. On a par with this is the equally 
important function ef the elimination of poison from 
the blood by way of the lungs through the process of 
exhalation. The breathing apparatus is one of the 
scavengers of the human body. 

The necessity of deep breathing is the more mani- 
fest when we consider the fact that, according to the 
United States census, not fewer than 400,000 persons in 
the United States die annually of lung disease. 

When one breathes fully and correctly—not, as ! 
have previously said, as a breathing exercise, but such 
deep breathing as exercise causes; then the black, 
venous blood, laden with impurities, foul with the ashes 
of burned brain cells and the debris of worn-out tissues, 
is transformed by the Jungs at every breath, into pure, 
red blood; such red bleod ‘Sis courses through the veins 
of the 500 coeds of Northwestern University of Evans- 
ton, Ill—said to be the prettiest and healthiest-looking 
girls ever registered at the University 

The registrar informs us that they are mostly from 
the West and that thé reason for the buxom form and 
red and rosy cheeks is that they were accustomed to 
outdoor life and exercise and that the pink on their 
cheeks is the tinge of health and not of cosmetics.

Annette Kellerman Identifies Good Health +e. 


With Good Looks. 


‘NETTE KELLERMAN, who is, perhaps, one of the 


most symmetrically developed young women in 
America, and who has every appearance of being a 
splendid specimen of good health, recently gave a lec- 
ture “for women only,” at the Auditorium in Baltimore, 
giving her fair listeners instructions as to how to be- 
come beautiful. She demonstrated beauty by walking 
onto the stage faultlessly and stylishly gowned in a 
tight-fitting, black satin costume, with a large picture 
hat worn jauntily, and held in place by a broad black 
ribbon, tied under her chin. i 
She did a disrobing act in the presence of her audi- 
ence, telling the women that the only proper way to put 
the shoes on and take them off was to sit in a chair, 
with the feet extended on the floor, the knees not being 
bent, and to lean down, bending from the hips. This 
would save unnecessary strain, and consequent lines in 
the face.

building property in foods—much more rapidly and in 
larger quantiles than is ordinarily possible. An excess 
of flesh is then formed—not soft, gelatinous fat, but 
hard, solid meaty substance, which is much more difl- 
cult to get rid of than ordimary fat. Fasting, and the 
most conscientious dieting, much walking. and hot baths 
alone may prove remedial; and it may be necessary to 
follow the treatment persisteftly through two or more 
years before It becomes permaiiently effective. The rea- 
son why so many such subjecta go through life as mon- 
strosities is that they will wot follow the reducing 
treatment continuously and . In reducing 
flabby fat all starchy foods, , milk, butter and 


gravies should be avoided. Where the flesh is hard and 
solid, all meats should be avoided also. But these 
latter cases are the uncommon ones. 


Nerve Stimulants and Idleness. : 


Miss Kellerman later-recommend@ half a cyp of tea 
and some toast at breakfast.” This is a strange recom- 
mendation for a beguty doctor—or doctorine—even 
though the recommendation be made for the fat subject. 
Tea is one of the greatest enemies—«along with coffee— 
to feminine beauty. It acts as an astringent and a 
nerve stimulant.’ If, when thig condition is prodtced, 
the woman could go out in the open, and romp and 
scream as a child, and otherwise, relieve the over- 
charged nervous system, there would probably be no il! 
effects. But being overcharged, and obliged to repress 
the activities, physical and emotional, the “holding on” 
to herself produces in the woman a nervous strain, which 
writes itself In tense, firm lines in the face, and rigidity 
in the lines of the body. Miss Kellerman herself ad- 
vises: 

“Don't keep yourself at a tension.’ No woman looks 
well with her lips compressed and her whole figure 
held rigid. Women do this unconsciously when they 
are working hard. The remedy is to slow down, and to 
learn to work with less effort. To work without effort 
marks the difference between the amateur and the pro 
fessional.” She goes on to give warning against “over- 
enervation,” or putting forth too much energy for what 
one is doing. She also calls attention to the fact that 
many women waste energy and nerve force by man- 
nerisms and useless movements, such as tapping the 
fingers or the foot, rocking violently, biting the lips, 
grimacing and other such habits unconsciously acquired, 
the indulgence of which makes other people very nerv- 
ous, ang renders the subject a troublesome companion.

Individual Fight Agein«t Tuberculosis. 


[Dallas Newp:] Doubtless we can make some consid- 
erable progress against tabérculesia by organized ac- 
tion, but the chief fight must be made by individuals, 
fighting as tedividuals. Tuberculosia ise the result of 
wrong living, and until a very large majority of people 
acquire habits Bf right Living we shall have tuberculosis 
in almost wndigpinished degree, however many 
torlumsa we mee build. There can be no effective fight 
on tuberculosis that does not contemplate first a razing 
of ineanttary tenements and an obliteration of slums. 
These are the barricades from behind which tuberenu- 
losis Gabts for ite existence. This much of the battle 
calla for orfiaiized effort. Put even with unsanitary 
tenements and slume destroyed, tuberculosis will claim 
ite victimea every year by the ten Mousand unless the 
people whe do not live ia slume or tenements, nor who 
have probably never seem elther, acquire some know!l- 
edge of dietary values, learn the importance of cleanit- 
ness, and particularly learn that the alr, inatead of being 
laden with the causes of death, te itself a medicine 
which both prevents and cures. Just now, with the win- 
ter coming on, it is especially important that the 
prophylactic properties of alr should be understood. It 
in the season when the average person closes and calks 
the windows and builds hot fires, as if life depended on 
shielding oneself from the air’s contact. These are the 
favored prey of tuberculosts.

But on emerging from 
the bath, a “reaction” sets in the blood rushing to the 
skin in quantities, reddening it and making it glow with 
warmth. The body should be quickly and vigorously 
rubbed dry with a Turkish towel. as It Increases the 
good effects of the reaction. The cold bath should be a 
very brief one, and the warm bath, when taken daily, 
should not exceed ten minutes in duration. The latter 
should be followed by a cold sponge bath.
